I This is part of the context of 
I an interesting speech made be¬ 
fore the Tue.sday Kiwanis lunch- 
, eon by H. P. Gillette of .San 
‘ Marino, editor of the engineering 
magazine, "Rain P’all," and one¬ 
time professor of physics at Co¬ 
lumbia University. 

"Storms on the Pacific coast," 
he said, "are determined by the 
Ala.sakan circle 'whoiT'. The 
‘whorls’ themselves do not cause 
rain but throw off electrons which 
gather rain. The ‘whorls’ bear 
a striking resemblance to the 
craters visible on the moon and 
lead to the belief that the earth’s 
crust, once hot, cooled into the 
present shape. 

“Recent study shows that sun¬ 
spots are caused by the electro¬ 
magnetic force exerted upon the 
sun’s surface by Ihe large 
planets, .lupiter. Mercury and 
Venus. The action of t h e s e 
planets falls into regular cycles 
and Influences even the growth 
of trees on the earth. Rings in 
California trees formed during 
sun-spot periods show that the 
trees actually grew- faster than 
1 at other times."

New Tariff 
Big Help To 
California 

Economist Says This State

Under New Rates

I The tariff act just signed by 
President Hoover contains .scores 
I of new and increased duties that 
will mean millions of dollars to 


the agriculture industry of his 
home state as the result of more 
than a year of continuous watch¬ 
ing and lighting by the California 
delegations in the House and j 
Senate. In fact. Senator Short -1 
ridge has worked continuously on j 
various phases of this legislation | 
since November, 1928. His duties 
as a member of the Senate Fi¬ 
nance Committee, the sub-com¬ 
mittee on agricultural rates, and 
the House and Senate conference 
committee kept him in Washing¬ 
ton without a vacation for nearly 
two years, but made it po.ssible 
for him to protect California’s 
interests at every step of the 
way. 

A valiant fight on the floor of 
the Senate, led by Senators Short- 
ridge and John.son, resulted in a 
rate of 7 cents per pound on long 
staple cotton, hitherto on the free 
list, and a long list of new and 
increased rates on other impor¬ 
tant California products, which 
had been rejected by both the 
House and the Senate finance 
committee.

WHEN READY TO EAT 

The flesh of the Avocado is in 
the best condition for eating when 
it has mellowed' into the con¬ 
sistency of butter so that it can 
be easily spread on toast or 
crackers. This stage of ripening 
occurs at about one week to ten 
days after a properly matured 
fruit is picked from the tree. If 
it does not yield easily to the 
pressure of the thumb, it should 
be laid aside until it does. 

If, after cutting an Avocado, 
it is found that the flesh is not 
yet ready to be eaten, do not 
throw it away, but put is aside 
and it will continue to ripen. 1 
have found that I can hasten 
the ripening of an Avocado by 
wrappihg it in paper and placing 
it in a warm room. 

Some avocados become purple 
on ripening and others remain 
green. The color does not indi¬ 
cate the quality of the fruit. The 
form varies al.so, some being 
round, some oval and some pear-
